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fcorious Nature, has, in its lower furface, which exaftly fits the 
upper of the Regulus, Cavities, for number, fhapeand bignefs, 
anfwering to the protuberances lately mention’d 5 which ar- 
gues, that the Regulus cooled firft with that Inequality of fur- 
face wehavedefcrib’d, and that the lighter and more Recremen- 
titious fubftance, continuing longer fluid, had thereby oppor¬ 
tunity to accommodate it felf to the fuperficial Figure of the 
Regulus, on which it firft lean’d, and was afterwards coagu¬ 
lated. 

So for of this Sequel at the pyefent ; vehat remains maybe ex- 
pitted- at the firft conveniency. 


An Account of two Books: 

1 . PALeJEOLOGld CHRONICA: ji Chronological Account 
of student time: In Three parts; Didattical, Apodeitttcal, 
Chronical. By Robert Cary, D.LL• Devon . London, 1677* 
in fel. 

T He Defignof this elaborate Work feems to be, to deter¬ 
mine the juft: interval of Time between the great Epocha 
of the Creation of the World, and that other of th eDeftruttion 
of Jerufalem by TitusVefoaftan , in order to the affigoment of 
fuch particular Time , wherein Perfons and Aft ions of old had 
their Exiftence. For the performance of which, the Learned 
Author divides this bis Book into three main parts. 

In the firft he treats not only of his Meafure in general, which 
is the Tear, and its parts 5 but alfo of the Julian Year in parti¬ 
cular, by him efletm’d the fkteft f©r his Ufe: confidtring it 
both in it felf, and m relation toother the moftreceived kinds, 
for the reducing of them to this. Where conies-in the Julian 
Period, of which he difeourfes very fully; fhewing firft. How 
it is made up, viz. by the Multiplication of the Cycles of the 
Sun, Moon, and fndiftion into one another, as 28 into 19, 
and the produft thereof into 15, which produces 7980, the 
Julian Period , fo called, becaufe accommodated to the Julian 
Tear ; the ground whereof was taken from the Ancient Greek 
Church, perfefted and promoted in this later Age by JoJ. Sea - 
togtr\ dexterity. Secondly,, What the contrivance is of this 
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Julian Period, vid. That every (ingle Year in the whole ferits 
of 798^ hath its proper Chara&erifm, which no other Year, 
befides that, hath. So the firfi: year of this Period hath for 
the Cycle of the Moony 1 ; of the Sun, 1 ; of Indiflion, 15 
which three Cycles together will not be found in the whole Or¬ 
der, other than the fir(t. So it may eafily appear,how the firft 
year after the Chrifiian Epoch* was affefted , the Cycle of the 
Moon, 2 ; of the Sun, 10 5 of lndift. 4: which three Chara&ers 
belong to the 4714 year of the Julian Period ;by the concur¬ 
rence of which three, this Year is diferiminated from all others. 
Whence it will be eafie to accord the Year of the Julian Pe¬ 
riod with any one of the Ghrtjiian hpocha, by Addition or Sub¬ 
traction : As (e.g.) the 603 Year preceding the chrifiian Epo- 
eha , if you fubtratt this number from 4714, the remainder, 
4rit, is the Year of the Julian Period: And if the Year be 
after Chriff, if then you add to the number of the Year fo 
giver.4713, as this year front ChrifFs Nativity 1676, you’! 
have it to be the 6389 of th t Julian Period , having for its cha¬ 
racters that of the Moon,$ ; of the Sun,5 ; of Indict. 14: And 
fo you have a ready way, by the help of this Period to deter¬ 
mine the Characters belonging to any Year. 

Having Chew’d the Ufe of this Period, he adds the Method 
of reducingthe Years of other Reckonings to the Julian Tear, 
and to that of the Julian Period ; as that of the Egyptian or 
Nabonajfarsean that of the City of Romcj the Grecian and 
Jevoifb Year,&c. 

In the fecond Part, ore laid dov/n the two Bafesoi Chrono- 
graphy, viz.. AHronomical Obfervations, and Hifioricai Tra¬ 
dition : Of which the former may be looked upon as certain 
and demonflrative ; the later muff be diftinguifhed according 
to theHiftorians, as they are with us more or lefs creditable, or 
more or lefs conf mant with others of good credit. Hereoc- 
cur ^firfl, a The fauna of Agronomical Phenomena, or a Table 
of Etlipfes and other C&leflial Appearances , together with the 
Time in which they wereobferv’d , according to the Writings 
of Hiftorians and Mathematicians } by our Author fpccifier’. 
Next, CreditableMemorials of the Succeflion of Princes and 
Rulers, ferving todircCt thefe Inquiries, as is that cenfiderab'e 
j4jlrcnomical Canon deduced from Nabonaffar to Antoninus 
Pius 3 under whom Claud. Ptclomms, the famous z/Egjptian 
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Mathematician, flourished. And forafmuch as among the mani¬ 
fold great Events, which have happen’d in the Gourfe of 
Affairs, thofe that have been the Original or Eftablilhraent of 
great Families, and Empires, and Cities, or the Extinction and 
Subduing of others ; the Infhtution and Conftitution of 
PublickConventions of People; great Inundations and Con¬ 
flagrations, and other the like Deftruftions; forafmuch, I 
fay,as fome of thefe have been the occafion and ground of the 
received Epochas of Time; our Author makes it part of his 
bufinefs here truly to Rate them: As that of alVfr tbonaffar, of the 
Olympiad Computation, of the Foundation of the City of 
Rome, of the Calippic Period, of the Years of the Seleucid*, 
the Dionyftan, Tyrian , and many more ; among which arefeve- 
ral Epoch a of Time, antecedent to thofe juft now mention’d * 
as that of the Deftrudtion of Troy, the Floods of Ogyges and 
Deucalion', and beyond thefe, the Original of thofe Ancient 
Principalities of Sicyone , Argos and Athens. 

And thefe being determined by our Author, he defcends to 
fome of thofe that are nearer hand ; and in the firfc place, to 
that Memorable Epocha, wherein all Chronologers, old and 
new, do agree, which is the Beginning of the Principality of 
Cyrus, which was Ann.i. Olympiad, 55, Whence appears the 
true State of the Perjian Succeflion , from Cyrus to Alexander , 
or from the taking of Babylon by the former, unto the taking 
of the fame by the later. Next, he palTes to the points of 
Time belonging to Alex. ^Magnus 5 then, to the Succeflion of 
the Ptolomai , to the Death of Cleopatra ; then, to the Syro- 
Macedonian Succeflion, from Seleucus Nicanor to Antiochus 
A fiat tens. From this Epocba, he tacks about, returning to the 
head of th tPerfian Dignity under Cyrus , which head was Ar~ 
baces's Revolt from the Ajfyrian Monarchy , here mar.ifefled to 
be a compleat Century of Years before the common received 
Reckoning by Olympiads. And as a concurrent in time with 
the Medes , he doth in this place explicate the Lydian Succefc- 
on. After which he exhibits the Babylonian Succeffoi^beginning 
at JVabonaffar , unto the expugnation of Babylon by < yrus , and 
the extermination of Nabort Idas; And then, the Affyrian Suc¬ 
ceflion from Belus to Sardanapalus ; which he clear" ^omOb* 
je&ions, and efpecially a main one of Bifbop libber. > which 
fee fubjoyns two other Lines of Succeflion precede- o the 
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jffyrian, but fubfequent one of them to the other, fell of the 
Chaldean and the Arabian : Where he notes the Extravagance 
of the Chalthean Reckoning. And fo our Author fs at length 
got up to the Head of the Afan Government, as far as Human 
Writers could guide him. 

After this, he proceeds to the tAEgyptian Succeflion, and ha* 
ving taxed the Vaunt of this Nation concerning their Antiqui¬ 
ty,and confider'd,what other Chronologers do deliver of their 
Succeflion, he gives us a perfeft Scheme of their Chronology, 
from Menes, to the Conqueft of cAZgypt by Alexander Mag' 
ms. 

This done , he examines the Chinenjian Succeflion in their 
feveral Families, as it is fhew’d by D. IfaacVoJ/ius out of Mar¬ 
tinists ; as alfo by Job.Nteuhoft ; arguing withal the credibility 
thereof. 

Having thus in many places of the World fearched out the 
Originals of Government, by following the Line of their Suc- 
cefli >ns erdine retrogrado ; he pafies in the laft place to Purvey 
the Reckonings of the Holy Land, the Jews and Hebre tvs of 
old Time, according to thofe Ancient Records,the H .Scriptures', 
that fo if he can obtain thisend of his labours, which is, 
to fee a good agreement between thefe feveral Lines, viz. of 
the Gentile Draught,and of the Jew/Jh prorradion,men may fie 
down well content therewith, as having matter'd a matter of no 
final! importance. 

Here then, he (hews a fare (as heetteemsit) connexion of 
Sacred and Profane Story in the firtt year of Evilmerodac; 
reprefents a Scheme of Concurrent Succeflions from JVabopo- 
lajfar to the death of Alexander M', gives a true ttate of the 
Babylonian Succeflion from Evilmerodac to Darius the Mede s 
expounds Daniel’s LXX Weeks in the next Literal fenfe, giving 
withal, in due place, an Interpretation of the fame Week,in the 
Myftical fenfejmakes the firft of Cyrus or the Per fan Monarchy, 
the fame with that of the JewiQt Reduftion out of Babylon , e- 
fteetning that as a fecond Point of connexion of Sacred and 
Secular Hiftory. This done, he makes a digreflion to a fober 
inquiry touching theBuflnefsof the Great Synagogue in dige* 
Ring and compiling the Body of H. Scriptures of the Old Te~ 
(lament, as by us received. To which he fubjoyns a Scheme of 
High Priefs^ from the Return of the Babylonian Captivity to 
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the Death of Alexander M. out of SynceUus ; adding his own 
amendments thereunto. 

Thefe matters being difpatched by him, and thereby the 
paflage fmoothed for our Author's further progrefs, he gives us 
the courfe of Succefiion in the Line of the Jervi(h High Priefts 
from Jaddtta, to the extinction of the High Priefthood it felf: 
In the doing of which, he fettles the Scheme of Herod’s Line, 
as a thing very ufeful for (he undemanding of the Books of the 
NewTeftament, and for the fixing of his Intended Scheme. 

After that our Author hath follow'd his defign down along 
the courfe of Succeffion among ft the People of the Jews, as far 
as was needful, and even poffible for him, unto the Deftru6ion 
of Jerufalem under Titus, which he places in the Year of the 
JuhanVer. 4-]%3)t/&r.Cbr.vulg.io He returns to the Point 
of Time whence this Line began to be drawn, which was a for¬ 
mer deftru&ion of City and Templeunder Aebuchadnezar,/I». 
jul.iV\ 4125. From whence he continues his Line upwards, 
as high as the Creation, by the direction of the H Scripture, in 
agreement with other approved Reckonings, to be met within 
Forrain Writers. And this Line he divides into thefe four Spa¬ 
ces: 1. From the conflagration of the Temple laff mentioned, 
unto the firft Ereflion of the fame by Solomon. 2. From the 
Building of the fame, unto the Deliverance of the Ifraelitcs out 
of a/Egypt, 3. From thence to the Birth of Abraham. 4. From 
this to Noahs Flood,and fo to the Creation'. Noting, upon oc- 
cafion, the leaning Difference between the Scriptures , Jofefhus, 
and Julius Africanus , and mafterly reconciling them; though 
the Difference between the ?SMafcra and the Septuagint, in the 
Years of the Genitureof the Patriarchs, he, in his Judgment 
as well as in that of others, irreconcilable. And here,he takes 
occafion to intimate the defign of the Offending Party; exa¬ 
mining and rebelling the Charge againff theLXXlf 5 and afTert- 
ing,that the Numbers which we have in our Books of the LXXII 
(generally fpeaking) are the very fame with thofe which were 
of the Septuagint’s defeription ; and proving it by Jul. Africa - 
nus } Eufebius, Demetrius , and others; and acknowledging Jo- 
fephus to be an unreprovable Witnefs of the truth of thefe 
Numbers, and alledging Dr. If Vollius, as a Learned vindex of 
him. To which he adds, that the reckoning by thefe Numbers 
hath been the conftant Reckoning of all Chriftian Churches for 
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the firft 900 years, and more ; as alfo, that the Reckoningof 
the Eaftern Churches is *he very fame to this day. He takes 
alfo notice, that the Credit of the Septuagint was at jfirft 
queftioned by Mifcreant Jews, afterwards confronted by crofs 
Tranflations of Aquila,Sjmntackus, and Iheodoticn, all of them 
averfe to theChriltian Doflrine. Further, he lays open the 
opportunity,which the Rabbits, that lived in Adrians time,had 
of making an alteration in the Hebrew Copies, that were then 
in being ; and (hews the unconcernednefsof Cbriflians in that 
matter. Where he alfo declares his account of the prefent He¬ 
brew Copy ; which though it be to him confiderable, yet is it 
not (with himjof force fufficierrt to make him fufpeft the truth 
of the LXX in the Premifes. 

And if it be demanded, why the faid Rabbles fhouldbemore 
folicitous about this matter of Curtailing thefe Numbers of the 
Ageof the World, thanaboutaltering any thing befides, which 
perhaps would have been more to their purpofe, as, for Exam¬ 
ple, in the Texts which concern the Perfon and Office of the 
Me [ft as ; if they had a mind,or dared, to have made an altera, 
tion at all ? He anfwers. That they muft needs fee, that the Al¬ 
lowance of thefe Numbers of the LXXI 1 , would have prov’d 
theabfolute ruineof their Caufe more effeflually, than any 
thing that could be alledged againft them. For, it would have 
demonftrated the Time of the Meffiah to have been fully come 
and part, according to the general Tenet of their Schools, fol¬ 
lowing herein the appointments of the Prophets, and of thole 
others that were the later Commentators: Now moreefpecially 
at fuch time, when after the Deftrudtion of City, Temple, Go¬ 
vernment, 5500 years of the Worlds continuance being over, 
what more could they expeft of a Meffiah yet to come within 
his appointed time ? For, it is but of lace days, that they ufe 
this defperate Plea, that it is for their Sins the Meffiah ftill de¬ 
lays his coming. Whereas for other Texts, which do refer to 
the Perfon and Office of the Meffiah, pointed at in the Books 
of the Prophets, they had wit and means enough, as they 
thought, toelude the force of them by a limiter interpretation 5 
as we fee lince, they have a (forry) fliifc fo to do. 

Having given this account of his fenfe concerning the Sep- 
tuagint, and of the Motive inducing the later Jews to ffie Al- 
seracion mention’d ; he further obferves the guilt of the Sama¬ 
ritan" 
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twtoi the like Tranfgreffion,upon the fame accountjyet noting 
Withal the difference between them, as a Confutation of each 
other: Concluding this whole Part,with his Declaration on be¬ 
half Of the LXX,and the Terms of hisSubmiffion ;as alfo with 
four other Charges againfl: the fhorter Reckoning (which feem 
very important ;) and with Reflexions on what Petavius hath 
done in defence of the Vulgar Latins and of what Bifliop Ufher, in 
defence of the Major a : Shewing withal a perfeft Agreement of 
theStptuagintsReckomng with the Memorials ofSecular Hiflory, 
£hinenfian,Chaldaan,Egyptian. And fo much of the Second Parr. 

The third and laft Part, which is Canonical, fas the firft hath 
been DidatficaljXid the fecond, Jpodeiftical,) is drawn much 
after the Pattern of Helvicus the German Chronologer, (as is 
owned by the Author himfelfj which is one of the moft coinpre- 
henfiveand beft Forms that is extant.
